NO RELIEF IN SIGHT. 


Entire Central West Continues 


to Sizzle. 


OANNOT ESTIMATE THE b AM AGE,. 


Kau»a» City Man Had 
Thlrty-tTTO 


Day* at Almost Uninterrupted llali- 
laa-t-Cany Clfie» Report Tem»««»- 
tnre Above Oue Hundred Degree*- 
Washington, July 22.—A hot wave of 


unusual and iu many places record 
breaking intensity is again prevalent 
over the cenernl western part of tht; 
countrv and is ^proadin.s eastward and 
northward. The couj.ral wes>l lias re- 
ported extraordinarily high tempera- 
tures to the weather bureau. The max- 
imum temperature line of 100 degrees 
yesteidny included tho states of Ne- 
braska, Kansas. Iowa. Missouri. Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois and Oklahoma ter- 
ritory. .Last night at Chicago at 7 o'clock 
the temperature was 100 degrees, ex- 
ceeding by several degrees anything 
ever before recorded at that time of the 
day. 


A si-rious feature is the showing 


umde in the states of Iowa, Missouri 
and Kansas, where the temperatuies 
have been 90 degree or over for a pe- 
riod of over a month. For 18 days of 
this time the thermometer at Kansas 
City registered 100 degrees or more. 


Weather bureau officials do not care 


to make auj predictions as to the pros- 
pects of relief. They say that none as 
vet is in sight. The seriousness of the 
situation to the crops is increased by 
rlie lack of lain, none of Importance 
having fallen in the coin belt for three 
days and there apparently being no 
prospect». 


The ruin which gave a partial relief 


to the states of the corn belt during the 
past week was not by any menus gen- 
ual in character, hut a succession of 
thunder showers affording temporary 
relief to the overpurched ground and 
••train. The relative high baromt-ter Iu 
the southeast section of the country 
-.hows a persistent continuation of 
warm southerly winds, and there ap- 
pears to he no prospect* of a change 
until the appearance of a high barome- 
ter In the northwest, \\here a low pres- 
sure now hn« full swing. 


Only Relief JLocul.

H Is stated, 
will be due to local thunder showers,

Day. 


The thtU' honored custom of vek-brnting 


the.aciat's (lay, after some ot whkb. n&Kt- 
ly all the luige hucieudus ju, Mexico are 
nuuH-d, was witnt'sned 011 a receat Suu- 
dny at out of the principal ranches in the 
valley. 


Thi» custom was started by the Span- 


lards as a religious rite and still retains a 
great deal of the same sentiment, al- 
though it is looked forward to by most as 
a genuine merrymaking. The extent of 
the celebration depends upon the number 
of families living in the hacienda and the 
liberality of the owner, who generally 
gives a certain sum to one of the leading 
employees, leaving the matter in his 
hands to arrange for the greatest amount 
of enjoj nient to his fellow workmen. A 
strict account is kept -of the way this 
money is spent, so there is uo dissatis- 
faction among the others, although the 
workman enjoying- the distinction of be- 
ing chosen to manage the feast is gener- 
ally a leading star ia the proceedings. 


la the celebration of Sunday the ranch- 


Qouse had been beautifully decorated with 
flowers and evergreens, with Chinese lau- 
terns buug in rows' along the portals. 
While work was more than usually well 
attended to the day before, one could no- 
tice an undercurient of excitement pre- 
vailing in the 'colony of some sixty odd 
hands, and by 8 o'clock Saturday every- 
thing was ready for the short vesper 
dunce which is usually held ou the night 
before the saint's day celebration pioper. 
If the music procured for the occasion is 
good enough, the people of the house gen- 
erally enjoy a little dance themselves, 
while all the peons gather in front of the 
main building and are left entirely to 
their own devices to make the most of 
the occasion. 


However, this was onlyothe preliminary 


for the next day. At 8:30 5n tyie morn- 
ing muss was heard in the chapel of the 
place. At this mass not only the work- 
ing people and the people Of the house at- 
tended, but also many from the neighbor- 
ing haciendas. Particular prayers were said 
for the success of the haciendas, and alto- 
gether a very impressive service %\ as hold. 
Everything 'went as usual during the day, 
tut at night the imtertahirneiit was given 
over entirely to the workpeople. Tables 
had been placed on the lawn iu front of 
the house on which were immense stacks 
of candy aud fruit, free pulque from the 
ranch had been procured in quantities, 
and the major domo had to have several 
assistants to help him deliver these 
things, of which the people, old and 
young, are so fond. 
System had to be 


employed in dlstiibuting the fruit and 
candy. 
As they passed in front of the 


tables those appointed as waiters gave to 
all as much as they could conveniently 
eat in a day or so. Attempts are always 
made to work the waiters as many times 
as possible, and it was amusing to \\ateh 
the little fellows especially dodge through 
tlie crowd and start in again, marching 
up as seriously ami innocently as could 
be with their little shuts bursting with 
what they had already htored away in- 
side. 


The dancing began about 9 o'clock aud 


lasted until 11, being eariled oa with 
> igor the whole of the time by old and 
young. It doesn't make much difference 
on these oecu.sious who or what the part- 
ners aie hO loug as they are nimble ou 
their feet nnil have good staying powers. 
If n girl or woman, be not available, men 
and boys dauce With each other, the pri- 
marj object being not to waste the music. 


Perfect order, good feeling and polite- 


ness prevailed, and after the night wa» 
over the people were ready to go home 
feeling better for their rcenwtion and re- 
solved to deserve by their work another 
rifsta of a like kind when the lime cOajt-a 
round.—Mexican Herald.

An Artistic Dining- Ilooiii. 


Foreigners complain that Americans 


hurry through the plcasantest part of the 
day—namely, mealtime. 
Dickens criti- 


cised this failing, or rather caricatured it, 
so that Americans who are sensitive pass 
over that part of his American, notes in a 
great hurry. It is true that the average 
American gives little heed to loo value of 
time spending in leisurely meals, and few 
realize that the dining room should re- 
ceive even, more attention than the recep- 
tion room. There we receive our casual 
guests; in the dining room we live aud 
come in close contact with our families. 
It should be a matter of earnest study to 
see that this room is arranged and fitted 
up as it should be. Those fortunate wom- 
en who' count in their list of blessings a 
long1, low studded, paneled dining room 
are objects of envy to their less lucky 
friends. Such a room with, old oak fur- 
nishings and old fashioned china can be 
made a delight to the eyes. The floor 
should be of hard wood1, immaculately 
waxed and polished until it is so shiny 
that you almostlong to skate upon it. A 
handsome rng should be placed in the 
middle of the room and a rug of corre- 
sponding color, texture and design placed 
at the door. 
Preferably the furniture 


ihould match the floor, though a lounge 
upholstered in cretonne of the delft pat- 
tern is not amiss, and, as in small houses' 
the dining room is frequently the living 
room, this couch should be covered with 
comfortable pillows. Never allow the ta- 
ble to be disordered. After meals the 
china, glass and damask tablecloth should 
be removed.—Chicago American. 


For Aching Ey«». 


Aching, tired eyes may be greatly ben- 


efited, by tho application of boracic acid 
diluted with water. When the vision is 
dim, 
or when the eyelids swell or look red, 


or when the general feeling of weariness 
Mi more or lest coaitantt then an oculist 


Prepare a starch by putting a cupful of 
lump starch in a kettle, pour on a pint of 
cold water aud stir until smooth. Then 
pour in boiling water and cook until 
clear, stirring constantly. 
Dissolve a 


level IcaEpoonful of borax in boiling wa- 
ter and add it to the starch. Tho borax 
will keep the. irons from sticking aud 
ghcs the \\ork a gloss. If it is too thick 
when it cools, pour water in it until it is 
the proper conMbtency. Into this starch 
dip dresses, shirt waists, trimmed por- 
tions of underclothing, skirts to withiu a 
1'out of the top, aprous, etc. Skirts must 
be stiff to make tho summer dresses look 
well, but not btitf enough to rattly. Hang 
tho dainty colored fabrics hi the shade 
until dry; then dampen and roll lightly 
for several hours before ironing. 


Embroidery should be straightened out 


aud ironed ou the wrong side to make thi> i 
pattern show nicely. Smooth the lace out 
ou the ironing board while it is damp, 
spread a thiii white cloth over it and iron 
carefully until dry. Whether the dresses 
sue ironed on the right or wrong side de- 
pends upon the material, some goods look- 
ing better with one treatment and some 
\\ith Ihe other. Keep tho irons dry, and 
if they are rough smooth thcui by rub- 
bing with a piece of beeswax tied iu a 
cloth.

A call at the very outset may sava 


days of sickness. Three things the moth- 
er can always do safely when a child is 
ailing. First, restrict or stop all food. 
There will be no danger of starvation. 
People live for a month or more without 
any food whatever, and many a child is 
benefited by absolute fasting for a day or 
two. 


Tho young child about to be sick usual- 


ly refuses to partaJte of food, and in 
many instances that is the first indica- 
tion to the mother that he is ailing. 
When this sign becomes manifest, it is 
advisable not to force the food, but to 
trust to the child's inclinations, aud usu- 
ally we do not go astray. If he will take 
his food in smaller quantities at the reg- 
ular intervals, well and good, but if ho 
absolutely refuses you can take comfort 
in the fact that he may go from 24 to 43 
hours without food with no danger of the 
slightest injury. 


Second, the mother can make sure that 


the bowels are open. A mild dose of cas- 
tor oil will do no barm iri any event and 
often clears up the trouble as by magic. 


Third, the mother can prevent exposure 


to cold and wet and enforce quiet. An 
uneasy and fretful child is often better 
off if put quietly to bed.

Keeping Milk and Batter.

The walls of these 
cells are lined •uith nerve tissue, and 
each one is filled with a clear, trem- 
bling jelly. Precisely how many volts 
ihls duplex galvanic apparatus is ca- 
pable of administering has never been 
determined, but frequent experience 
has shown the power to be sufficient 
to knock down, aud-t temporarily par- 
alyze a man.

AVhile the president is looking 


over his personal mail word spreads 
about the big building that "the old man 
is back."' 
Gradually the private secre- 


taries of the different chiefs drop into 
the outer oflioe to learn, from the presi- 
de nt's private secretary what business is 
most likely to conic up first and what 
chance there is for action on some pet 
incasuic. Tho bell rings, and for a few 
minutes tho pi hate secretary is eloscted 
with the president. Daily telegraphic re- 
poits have kept the pi evident informed 
of events on the line, but in a surpris- 
ingly brief time he loams of smaller hap- 
peniurs, of messages left by prominent 
callers and of the general behavior of 
his child, the laihoad. 


Then the president sends for his chief 


iissibt ant, the general manager, nnd learns 
oflieUHy some of the things tho prhuie 
su rotary has told him as gossip and 
many otheis of gi eater moment, but per- 
haps of less leal interest. The half hour 
with the general manager may mean de- 
cisions involving the expenditure of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. It may 
mean happiness or anxiety to hundreds of 
homes. For example, it ninj bo decided 
to move the company's shops from Dan 
to Beersheba. This means a mo\« for 
employees, a breaking of home ties aud 
perhaps disappointment to engaged Io\- 
ers. Again, it may be decided to extend 
the Utopia branch, which moans a for- 
tune to investors in laud bejond Utopia 
and ruin to some iu the old terminu«. 


The president may tell the general man- 


ager that the demand for a dnidend oil 
tho preferred stock is becoming more 
clamorous and that they must get along 
another 5 car without the 5,000 new box 
ears that arc badly needed and the build- 
ing of which would affect many idle men. 
The president \ciy likely calls tho atten- 
tion of the geiiei.il manager to the au- 
ditor'b estimate of last week's earnings 
and asks why expenses CAunot be reduced 
just a little more.

roQuninfr the company to erect tea more 
elect tic lights at street crossings. He cx- 
pressL's polite astonishment at the fnilnre 
of the passenger department to book the 
headquarters train for tho next Ciaud 
Army encampment. Ho makes no at- 
tempt at concealing his disgust over a 
competitor securing ten trainloads of 
agiiuiltiir.il machinery for the western 
prairies. Ho then takes up the question 
of :i larger terminal charge for switching 
cars to connecting' lines and suggests to 
the. general manager that tho revenue 
would bo inci eased by more favorable 
terms in the next contract 'with, other 
roads. 


The patient and loyal general manager,

The president sees them, comes out, 
shakes hands nnd tells them rates nre to 
be EtiffiT than ever, that tho stockholders 
nro tired ot hunting snipe for the fun of 
holding empty bags. He then jocosely 
asks them for news about his road, as he 
has been in New York helping his wife to 
do her shopping,— Charles Do Laro Hine 
in Century,

DRY SHAVING, 


China. Claims Tbat It C*ni«» th« 
1 
Scan! to DJ*»ppe»r. 


, "Dry shaving has been a blessing to 
China and in less tknu 300 years has al- 
most removed beards from the faces o£ 
the men of the empire," observed an in- 
telligent Chiuaman to a Washington. Star 
reporter. 
"Originally the Chinese had 


heavy beards. This is easily verified bj] 
aii examination of any of the old prints 
of Chinamen, for all of them show long 
bearded men. In time the people found 
out that there was no particular use for 
a beard and that the wearing of it was 
expensive outside of the time actually 
occupied in trimming or shaving it. How 
many Americans of today are forced to 
spend several hours a week in a barber'a 
chair? Many men that I know, A.ineri- 
CHUK and Europeans as well, spend 20 
minutes in the barber's chair every day. 


"The Chinaman of the olden tim<»—thof 


kind of Chinaman who figures as a pirate 
in your prints, for the good Chiuaman 
never seems to have got his picture in. 
your books at ali until within the last 50 
years at most—always wore a long beard 
io reulity as well as in the pictures. 
But 


even he found o-ut that there was no ne- 
cessity for it. The learned men of the 
empire were asked to "consider the mat- 
ter, arid they arrived at the conclusion 
that dry shaving was to some extent a 
remedy. Anyhow, official edicts were is- 
sued giving this information. 
The old 


fellows who had beards of course were 
not in it, sftd they lived out their days 
and passed out of existence with full 
beards, but the young were asked to 'dry 
shave.' 


"Thus the reform started, and in five 


or six generations of people the beard 
has practically disappeared, so that the 
average Chinuniau of today does not have 
io devote over one-halt' hour iu a mouth 
to keep his face hairless. 
In the next 


two jjfuerations boards are expected to 
disappear absolutely. It took time to 
bring this about, but in the life of a n:i- 
tiou such a thing as a century should not 
be allowed to count much, I think beards 
would disappear from Americans and 
Kuropeaus in tivo generations of people 
If the people wanted to have them disap- 
pear."

Pretoria, July 22.-~Mrs. Kruger. wife 


of former President Kruger of the 
South African Republic, has died of 
pneumonia after an illness of three 
days. She was 07 years old. 


Mrs. Kru^er's lonjr separation from 


her husband, combined with the death 
of her favorite daughter. Mrs. Smith, 
last week, had completely broken her 
spirit. 


Mr. Eloff and many other members 


of the Kruger family were at her bed- 
side when she, passed away. 


No niore typical Boer "vrow" existed 


than the wife of the former president 
of the Transvaal. Mrs. Kruger, who 
was of tlie Du Plessls family, was 
"Oom Paul's" second wife and had at- 
tained mature old age when tlie polit- 
ical troubles resulting in the Jameson 
raid ami the subsequent war with 
Great Britain fell heavily ou her hus- 
band's shoulders.

Sir Robert Heart PIiicnsBei the Looi- 


InR Iu I'elclne- 


reiving, July 22.—Secretary Brown of 


the American Presbyterian board re- 
cently requested t>ir Jlobert Hart, di- 
rector of the Imperial maritime cus- 
toms, to give his views ou the mission 
question. 


Sir Robert has made a long reply con- 


taining certain statements that are Im- 
portant to the missionaries. He says 
thut they should learn from the past 
that customs are not to be banned, 
prejulccs not to be offended and that 
the feelings of the people arc to be re- 
spected. They should live down perse- 
cutions and seek the assistance of the 
legations as a last resort. 


Considering the terrible sufferings 


caused by the action of the Chinese,

indemnlHeation. Some think, 


I however, that a renunciation of claims 


I for indemnity would be better than the.

A primitive, patriarchal household,

The heads of it were a devot- 
ed couple, though any outward mani- 
festation was ijuile alien to the strict 
bojiper tenets of which President Kru- 
ger is an adherent. Mrs. Kruger, an ex- 
cellent wife and mother, troubled lu*- 
self little about politics. Her house- 
keeping and her knowledge of cura- 
tives for ordinary ailments sullied! for 
her interests. She was a great favorite 
in the simple social life of Pretoria, for 
her 
motherly 
instincts were 
well 


known. After the dynamite explosion 
Iu Johannesburg, where u number of 
lives Wfre lost, she fretted so much 
that she was seriously ill for weeks. 


The presidential house in which she 


had lived for many years had little pre- 
tensions. It was close to the Market 
square of Pretoria aud was a one-story 
building with a wooden trellised \erau- 
da running round it. Ou the "stoop" 
the president in the heyday of his 
power could be seen any day piitliug 
away nt his pipe and drinking the cof- 
fee in tlie making of which Mrs. Kru- 
ger took great pride. On the allowance 
of her "coffee money," some .fli.Ollli, the 
household "menage" was carried on, 
while her thrifty economy enabled the 
president to accumulate his oiliclal sal- 
ary of $3r».'MM) and Invest il until it has 
become by repute a fortune of mil- 
lions.
